HOPE FOR BETTER SHIPS 


Expect Tonnage Agreement 


to Be in Excess of Pres- 


ent American Strength

Washington—Usually when a confer- 


ence for the reduction of naval arma- 
ment is in progress, naval officers are 
unhappy over-the prospect of scrap- 
ping ships. Quite the contrary is the 
prevailing impression here 
as the 


reports of the Geneva conference are 
studied. 


For various reasons the navy is ab 


solutely in harmony with the depart 
ment of state and the president. Per- 
haps it should be stated the other way 
—that the American mission at Geneva 
is reflecting the 
viewpoint of the 


American navy accurately. The truth 
is naval experts see an opportunity 
at last for the American navy to be 
brought up to a position of equality 
with that of Great Britain, something 
which they v did not feel was accom- 
plished after the Washington treaty 
was made in 1922. And they also s«e 
that a more efficient use can be made 
of the funds available than 
before. 


Such scrapping of vessels as may be 
done especially of destroyers means to 
naval men that new vessels, better 
equipped and better built for speed will 
be available. 
As for cruisers, the 


United States has been conspicuously 
weak in this type of craft. 
AVhen the 


conference at Geneva finally agrees on 
a definite "limitation of tonnajgc, 
it 


doubtless" will be a. figure in'cxcess of 
present strength. This means that so 
far as cruisers- "are concerned, the 
American navy will be built lip rather 
than cut down. 


CAL'S VIEW IS SURPRISE 


There is an undercurrent of sur- 


prise manifested here and there in 
•Washington that both President Coo- 
lidge and Secretary of State Kellogg 
have accepted the navy viewpoint so 
completely and while the answer i-s 
not easily crystallized 
into a single 


reason it is apparent that the pres- 
sure from the big navy group in con- 
gress has gradually had its effect. 


Congress lias been on the verge of 


bigger building programs than the 
president 
thought 
necessary. 
He 


struggled against j>dds in the L last 
congress and really lost his battle. 
He did manage to stave off larger 
appropriations, however, and 
there 


was no telling how far the big navy 
group in congress might have gone 
in programs 
for 
auxiliary 
craft 


which were left unrestricted by the 
"Washington treaty. Now Mr. Coolidgc 
having accepted the idea that a well- 
balanced navy can be secured with a 
moderate expenditure over a period of 
years, is hopeful that if the Geneva 
conference docs nothing else it v.-ill at 
least place an upper limit on aux- 
iliary craft and assist the chief ex- 
ecutive in figuring out what sums 
must be allowed in the annual budg- 
ets hereafter for naval construction.

will sail 


from Southampton on the Leviath- 
an next Tuesday. 


It is believed the pilot who will take 


the Columbia back to America will be 
cither Captain Georges Pelletier Doisy 
of Paris-to-Tokyo fame, 
or 
Lieut. 


Paul Larascon, who originally plan- 
ned the trip across Nvith the ill-fated 
Captain Coli and who since the fail- 
ure of the Xungessor-Coli flight, has 
been working on plans for one of his 
own. 


Chamberlin declined to comment on 


rumors current in Paris that there 
had been a break between • himself 
and Levine. 


"I would be peifcclly 
willing to 


take the plane home myself." he said, 
"but I long ago made engagements 
that make it impossible." 


Friends of the aviator also stated 


that arrangements concluded 
some 


time-ago precluded his.remaining 'in 
Europe'any longer.

was not too smooth between the two 
men and intimated that Chamberlin 
felt that Levine, without sufficient 
experience in aviation, had undertak- 
en too much in the direction of the 
flight, especially in their" round of 
visits to European cities.

ors of his desire to resign. "Until I 
have seen the preside'nt" he declared, 
upon alighting from his train which 
had brought him from Xew York, '"I 
cannot discuss -the Mexican situation."

Settlement of Problem Will 


Prevent Break Up of' , 


Conference 


Geneva—W)—Calm came Thursday 


to the tri-partite naval conference af- 
ter Wednesday's hours of storm with 
the British, American and Japanese 
delegations armcJ with pencils, trying 
to devise some solution for the crui: • 
problem which will prevent a break up 
of the conference. A British spokes- 
man said 
Thursday that both the 


American and Japanese experts appear 
to have misunderstood the British fig- 
ures and that an agreement could be 
reached if everyone would realize that 
Great Britain docs not intend to in- 
clude projected building programs in 
her cruiser figures but only ships ac- 
tually appropriated for. 


Indications now exist that the Bri- 


tish have been impressed with the 
Japanese advocacy of the American 
move for a low cruiser limitation. In 
her proposal submited at AVedensday's 
private meeting Japan adhered to a 
system of linking cruisers and destroy- 
ers and ij understood to have an- 
nounced that she will accept a total 
tonnage of 300,000 for all auxiliary sur- 
face craft. This Japanese estimate is 
conditional upon an agreement that 
the United States and Great Britain 
would accept for themselves -}50,000 
tons each of cruisers and destroyers 
combined. 


Japan also is understood to have re- 


quc--:cd 70,000 tons of 'submarines 
which is some IC.OOfi tons in excess of 
the maximum American suggestion for 
submarines to be allocated to Japan". 
This proposal would mean-that Japan 
is supporting"-ithe America'n figures 
for surface craft, but wants some pre- 
ferential position regarding submar- 
ines. 


The original proposal was that the 


combined "tonnage of both the cruiser 
and destroyer classes should not 
<••- 


cced 550,000 tons at any time for the 
United States and Great Britain and 
that Japan should not exceed 330.000 
tons. Japan now proposes 300,000 tons 
for 
herself which, on. the basis of 


450.000 tons for the United States and 
Great Britain, would give her a posi- 
tion somewhat improved over the 5-5-3 
ratio fixed at "Washington for capital 
ships.

At a meeting of the American Institute 


"of Cooperation in Chicago it was brought 
out that American dairy 
farmers came 


through the post-war 
agricultural de- 


pression in better shape than any other 
large group of producers. They were able 
to do this, it was explained, "by means of 
self-help for the marketing of their prod- 
uct and by national organization to pro- 
ject their interests in the same manner 
that the big industrial groups have been 
able to operate so effectively to maintain 


• their own prosperity." As a result of this 
policy it was pointed out that the pur- 
chasing power of dairy products has been 
maintained at pre-war levels or nearly so 
during the last five years. It is for these 
"reasons almost entirely that Wisconsin 


, came through the period of deflation and 
liquidation with a minimum of shock and 
, distress. Nothing like the effects experi- 
''enced in the Dakotas. Iowa. Nebraska. 
'/Minnesota and other central western 
' states were felt in this state. 
It went 


"through the crisis with probably as little 
loss and suffering as any state in the 
Union—certainly as well as any agricul- 
tural state. 


This is not solely because Wisconsin is

DISTRICT 


Secretary of Conuncrcc Hoover 
an- 


nounces that he will cause a survey to be 
made in the fall of the worst damaged 
Mississippi flood sections, preliminary to 
a report to President Coolidgc. The sur- 
vey which will cover the flooded areas in 
Mississippi. Louis-iana. Arkansas. Mis- 
souri, Illinois and Kentucky will afford- 
a background for Mr. Coolidgc's recom- 
mendations to congress for Hood control 
legislation. This is approaching the prob- 
lem in a way that will command public 
confidence. 
If there is one department 


above all others at Washington whose ef- 
ficiency and thoroughness have been dem- 
onstrated. it1 is 
the department ad- 


ministered by Mr. Hoover. More will be 
accomplished and more time saved by this 
procedure than would have been possible 
by congressional initiate c. In fact, prob- 
ably the poorest thing that 
could have 


been done for the benefit of the southern 
flood districts so far as permanent relief 
is concerned would have been to summon 
congress in extra session as was suggest- 
ed at the time by many of our alert politi- 
cians. 


It will take several years to 
remedy 


the conditions in the Mississippi and Ohio 
valleys which give rise to floods, and it is 
not a matter for congress itself to handle, 
except to approve engineering proposals 
that appear to be sound. When Mr. Hoov- 
er makes the survey we may be certain- it 
will cover the ground and will present in- 
formation upon which engineers may plan 
definite projects. 
Mr. Coolidge's judg- 


ment in refusing to be stampeded into 
calling.congress into extra session has 
been well sustained by developments. By 
leaving the procedure to the president the 
south will hasten the day of flood control 
because it will eliminate a maximum of 
politics with its inevitable delays and in- , 
competence. 


THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


At this particular season of the year it 


is always necessary to postpone definite 
forecasts of the trade outlook until the 
size of the harvests can be more accurate- 
ly determined, especially when one is 
forecasting local conditions. Considering 
the country as a whole, however, it is 
usually found that adverse conditions in 
one section will be counterbalanced by 
favorable conditions in another, and. in 
the same way. 'a slump in one industry 
will sometimes benefit another. An en- 
couraging factor is a blight upward trend 
in agricultural prices.

•signs toward a continuance of a » normal 
cycle of business. The average price of 
bonds is 3.5 per cent higher than last year, 
and this means that conditions are favor- 
able to new financing-and building activ- 
ity. The total reserves 'of the Federal 
Reserve banks are 8.3 per cent larger than 
last year, while their loans and 
invest- 


ments show a decrease of 15.3 per cent 
and while they are in this condition they 
are in a position to expand credit consid- 
erably without reaching the point of 
over-extension. This favorable condition 
is also indicated in the 
reserve ratio, 


which is now 79.3 per cent, as compared 
with 75.4 per cent last year. 


So. despite pessimism felt in some sec- 


tions of the country, the fact remains that 
the prospects for the country as a whole 
for a continuance of normal business are 
good.

same thing? If anyone dies of brain fever must the 
funeral be nrivate? (Airs. B. W.) . 


Answer—Meningitis is inflammation of the menin- 


Ses, the membrane that covers the brain and s"pinal 
cord. Such inflammation may be caused by tuber- 
culosis: by the common, strains of streptococci and 
staphylolcocci or DUS germs found in cases of ton- 
siiitis. ear abscess, mastoiditis. sinusitis: or by the 
pneumococcus—complicating' pneumonia (hing fe- 
ver) : or by a specific dinlococcus. as in the epidemic 
ccrebrospinal -meningitis Cspotted fe\er). Only the 
last mentioned epidemic forn: is communicable, by 
way of the nose and throat discharges, as a res- 
piratory Infection like diphtheria or measles. The 
regulations of local health boards concerning funer- 
als are of no significance or importance in health, 
and they varv with the whims and .superstitions of 
the members of such boards. I- mean to say that a 
dead body is never a menace to anybody's health, 
and the onerous and often costly rules and regula- 
tions of, scheming health boards and casket dealers 
are a scandal to intelligent people. That-which the 
old time novelists called "brain fever." and, take 
it from them, occurred as a conseouencc of some 
emotional shock or strain, nc\'er happens. Any form 
of meningitis involving the cerebral membrane may 
be designated "brain fever." but thorc is nothing 
romantic about it. iust a matter of infection rjy 
germs.

"Tremendous 
improvements 
have 


taken place in the tractor in the last 
five years. It used to be hard to handle 
and cumbersome, but now they are al- 
most as easily driven as the modern 
pleasure car. The tractor'engines purr 
along and the furrowed fields trail in 
the wake. 


"Since jlhe invention of mechanical 


.seeders, this branch of farm operation 
has not been particularly hard. 
striking changes have been made in 
recent years although the seeders are 
being slowly improved.

Last fall Mr. Litzkow showed five 


purebred animals at the Seymour fair, 
and, although he met competition from 
breeders older in experience, his ani- 
mals were awarded one grand cham- 
pion, two blue ribbons, one.red ribbon 
and one white ribbon. This fall, Mr. 
Litzkow expects to show nine pure- 
breds at the same fair. 


Mr. Litzkow's cows 
are 


producer and easy feeders. 


Other high producing cows 


Litzkow's herd are Pride of 


excellent 
There is 


always a ready market for his surplus 
animals at good prices and 1C a cow 
goes to the block, she is large enough 
to command an unusual price. Mr. 
Litzkow has orders booked for calves 
now that he cannot fill until 
next 


spring. Among his sales this spring, 
was a calf six months old that was sold 
on the farm June 23. to Marvin Louck, 
Peshtigo, for $113. Since he began ra 
ing Brown Swiss cattle in 1919. Mr. 
Litzkow has sold 13 head, mostly 
calves. 


In Mr. Litzkow's herd arc 14 pure> 


bred animals, including a herd sire, 
eight cows and calves. Of the cows, 
four fresh milkers and three strippers 
are producing 200 pounds of milk daily 
with an average test of 3.9 per cent. 
At the peak of conditions, these same 
animals produce 250 pounds of milk 
daily. In December. January 
and 


February last Gwinnie of the Bridges, 
one of these cows, 0 years old. produc* 
ed 64.54 pounds of butterfat 
each 


month. 


in Mr. 
Maple 


Ridge, 9 years old. In December. Jan 
uary and February she produced 63.3 
pounds of butter 
fat each month. 


Mary's Beauty, 4 years old. that pro 
duces 41.72 pounds of fatseach of the 
same months. 


Mary's Beauty, was awarded second 


place in the three year old class at the 
the Bridges, was grand champion at 
Seymour fair last fall, and Gwinne of 
the same fair. 


As a result of these records and his 


other experience with Brown 
Swiss 


cattle, Mr. Litzkow says: "If I should 
start in the business of dairying and 
stop a -dozen times. I certainly would 
start and stop each time with Brown 
Swiss purebreds." 


AVhen Mr. Litzkow started farming 


for himself, he purchased his first pure 
bred Brown Swiss cow, Mary S. Mag- 
nolia, of Fred Brick, Seymour.

Mable lone 
has a production record of 45 pounds 
of milk daily testing 4 per cent.

purchased 


three more heifer calves of Mr. Cran 
dell. One of these freshened in May 
and is producing 42 pounds of milk 
daily. 


The present herd sire is Prince of 


Black Creek, a 2 year old, purchased 
of Frank Steffel, Tilleda.

Tho fate of cornstalks lies In 
the 


iands of a New York engineering 
company organized to convert waste 
cornstalks into supplies of cellulose 
>ulp for the manufacture of dozens of 
everyday products. Tests have shown 
:hat paper, rayon silk, motion picture 
Him. explosives, 
lacquers, 
artificial 


leather and many other necessities 
which are based on a cellulose comt>o< 
sition can be derived from cornstalks, 


would be the logical place for 


the firm to establish its factories, ac 
coring: to the statement of O. Ti. Swee- 
ney, head of the chemical engineering 
department of the Umveisiy of Iowa at 
Ames. la. This state produces a sixth 
of the United States yield of 150,000.000 
tons of Cornstalks and L'0.000,000 tons 
of cobs. 


The iv*t important chemical indus- 


tries of thv> state are the utilization of 
corn and gypsum. When the farmer 
fells a bushel of corn he receives about 
5S cents. But if the same amount weic 
converted into products Mich as starch, 
it is worth $2.30. 
When it is 
con 


verted into ethyl alcohol it is worth 
S4.CO. 


Mr. Sweeney predicts, "Perhaps 


the entire future of the corn belt re- 
Rion of Iowa is closely associated with 
the chemical industries. Recent work 
has shown that the corn stalks and 
corn cobs are a raw material of great 
possibilities." 


The new process which is proposed 


for use in this new chemical industry 
was discovered by Dr. Kel:i Dorner. a 
Hungarian chemist. Its advantage lies 
in the fact that the pitch and knuckle 
of the cornstalk could not be removed 
by any process 
heretofore invented 


without making the cost prohibitive. 


According to C. B. Roberts, special- 


ist in the commercial development de- 
partment of industrial processes, "the 
corn belt destroys annually more than 
enough cornstalks to supply the pulp 
requirements of the country." 


The chemist has found that the yield 


of acetic acid, is larger and the yield 
of methanol lower than that of \vood. 
Charcoal produced from cornstalks is 
of a fine grade also.
